3 years ago, the first photo¬ 
graphic exposition titled “Lens 
di mi Wowonan,” or “Lens of 
my Eyes,” in Papiamento, was 
organized by popular photog¬ 
rapher and cameraman, Leo 
Vrolijk. The RBTT/RBC Bank 
sponsored event is a fascina¬ 
ting retrospect of the past 
year’s important events, as 
well as inspiring nature and 
landscape photography. This 
year 33 photographers partici¬ 
pated with over 160 images. 
The opening event took place 
Thursday evening at the In¬ 
sight Art Gallery in Paradera 
Park, and the work will be on 
display for the next two weeks.

Journalist 
Jubi Naar, his long-time col¬ 
league, regaled the gallery with 
exciting anecdotes of Django’s 
exploits as an investigative 
news photographer, including a 
trip to Suriname where officials 
confiscated all his rolls of film 
and destroyed them as he de¬ 
parted the country because they 


claimed he had photographed 
“classified locations.” A for¬ 
ward-thinking Django had se¬ 
creted the incriminating film in 


his underwear, and they were 
published in island papers a 
few days later.

Libya's new leaders set for 
Tripoli move 


Mexican president 
vows to end drug 
gang 'cancer* 


TRIPOLI (AFP) - Libya’s new 
leaders said Friday they will 
move to Tripoli next week 
after their forces defeated 
Moamer Kadhafi and they won 
wide international support for 
plans to bring democratic rule. 

"We will go to Tripoli next 
week. Tripoli is our capital," 
National Transitional Council 
(NTC) chairman Mustafa 
Abdel Jalil told dignitaries and 
tribesmen in the eastern city of 
Benghazi. 

Three days after overrun¬ 
ning Tripoli, the NTC an¬ 
nounced on August 26 plans to 
transfer its executive branch to 
the Libyan capital, but said the 
whole of the council and its 
chair would only move once 
security was guaranteed. 

Abdel Jalil’s statement 
came after fallen strongman 
Kadhafi warned of a lengthy 
and widespread guerrilla war 
in messages broadcast from his 
unknown hideout. 
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In Tripoli, thousands of 
people, most of them women, 
gathered in Martyrs’ Square in 
a show of support for the new 
leadership, also raising US and 
French flags while mocking 
Kadhafi by wearing curly 
wigs. 

Bolstered by promises 
made at a conference in Paris 
on Thursday of billions of dol¬ 
lars in cash from unfrozen as¬ 
sets of the Kadhafi regime, the 
NTC prepared to implement a 
roadmap for bringing democ¬ 
racy to Libya. 

A body tasked with drafting 
a constitution should be 
elected within eight months 
and a government within 20 
months, NTC representative in 
Britain Guma al-Gamaty told 
the BBC on Friday. 

For the first eight months 
the NTC would lead Libya, 
during which a council of 
about 200 people should have 


LONDON(AFP)-The number 
of people convicted of sex of¬ 
fences against children under 
16 in England and Wales has 
risen by nearly 60 percent in 
six years. 

The BBC said a Freedom of 
Information request to the 
Ministry of Justice (MoJ) 
found that while there were 
1,363 convictions in 2005, 
there were 2,135 in 2010. 

The broadcaster said the in¬ 
crease was being attributed to 
better detection and wider 
awareness. 

Authorities did not use con¬ 
viction numbers as a key indi¬ 
cator of success because sexual 
abuse remains an under-re¬ 
ported crime, the chief execu¬ 
tive of the Child Exploitation 
and Online Protection Centre 
(Ceop), Peter Davies, told the 
BBC.

Today we stand at the foot of 

such a new era.” 

According to Eman, our 
city hall building represents 
the autonomy that our forefa¬ 
thers fought for and for the 
right to determine our own 
destiny. City Hall represents 
the pride of every Aruban 
who has carried the Aruban 
flag. Ironically, it was the 
very same party in govern¬ 
ment today under the leader¬ 
ship of Mike Eman’s brother, 
then Prime Minister Henny 
Eman, that concrete plans 
was drawn up and in the 
works to abandon the very 
City Hall building that they 
are bragging about today.

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Proposed Law on General Pension is 
to be implemented soon 


ORANJESTAD - Aruba 
Prime Minister, Mike Eman 
expressed great satisfaction for 
receiving the proposed concept 
of the law on a general pension 
plan for all citizens on the is¬ 
land. According to Eman, this 
concept of law is extremely 
important. 

The Prime Minister was 
particularly happy to receive 
the final concept of the pro¬ 
posed law in view of the fact 
that, as he stated, some 70% of 
our citizens do not have an ad¬ 
ditional pension plan other 
than the Government Pension. 
After working hard for 30 to 
45 years this vast group of ci¬ 
tizens will receive a miserly 
1000 to 1800 Aruban florins to 
support them and help pay 
their bills. 

Eman said...”we know of 


many cases where these people 
have it extremely difficult and 
often cannot make ends meet. 
They worked many years but 
were unable to create another 
pension plan for themselves.” 

On Monday the govern¬ 
ment will take this concept of 
law on a General Pension Plan 
to the next National Social Di¬ 
alogue. They will be discus¬ 
sion this proposed law for 
three long days with experts 
from the different sectors in 
our community. Eman hopes 
that by the end of their delibe¬ 
rations they can have an ap¬ 
proval from the entire 
delegation. Following the Na¬ 
tional Dialogue the concept 
will be sent to Parliament. It is 
hoped that all parties involved 
in the process will approve the 
concept so that all the proce¬ 


dures that must be followed 
may be completed so that the 
law can be implemented by 
January 1st, 2012. 

This, according to Eman 
will be something historical. 
Many years ago, when Aruba 
introduced the Old Age Pen¬ 
sion, that was a historic mo¬ 
ment. Those living before 
1960 were not receiving any 
type of financial assistance to 
live on after retirement. Now, 
today 70% have only that Old 
Age Pension plan to live on 
when they retire. We need to 
ensure that the next generation 
doesn’t have a similar situa¬ 
tion. Hence, we hope that by 
the end of next week we will 
have a consensus and can pro¬ 
ceed with sending this pro¬ 
posed law to Parliament for 
final approval.

China tycoon makes 
Iceland environment 


pledge 

CHINA (AFP) - A Chinese 
property tycoon who is trying 
to buy a huge swathe of Ice¬ 
land for a luxury resort said 
Friday he had been attracted 
by the country's wilderness 
and pledged to respect the 
local environment. 

Huang Nubo, a former 
Chinese official who made 
his fortune in property, told 
journalists in Beijing he also 
hoped to create Europe's 
biggest nature reserve with 
the 300 square kilometre 
(200 square mile) area. 

Huang said the land, 
which he has offered to buy 
for $10 million, stretched 
across two separate nature re¬ 
serves, and that 99 percent of 
it was wilderness, with the re¬ 
maining one percent made up 
of abandoned farmland. 

"Using my land to unite 
these two reserves would cre¬ 
ate the biggest nature reserve 
in Europe," said the head of 
Chinese property company 
Zhongkun Group, which 
owns resorts and tourist facil¬ 
ities across China and the 
world. 

Huang said the resort and 
golf course he wants to build 
would cover only a small 
proportion of the land, which 
he is buying in its entirety be¬ 
cause the sellers do not want 
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to divide it. 

And he said he would en¬ 
sure that waste water pro¬ 
duced by his project did not 
pollute the environment. 

"Iceland is such a beauti¬ 
ful country I would not think 
of letting waste water cause 
underground pollution," he 
said. 

Icelandic Interior Minis¬ 
ter Oegmundur Jonasson said 
earlier that the government 
would have to consider the 
future of natural resources 
such as water on the land in 
deciding whether to allow the 
sale. 

The land, called 
Grimsstadir a Fjoellum, is 
partly owned by Iceland, 
which suffered a disastrous 
economic collapse in 2008 
when its hugely over¬ 
stretched banking sector 
plunged into crisis and its 
three major banks collapsed. 

Icelandic Ambassador 
Kristin Arnadottir was at Fri¬ 
day's press conference, and 
said she was in favour of the 
sale. 

"I think we are perhaps 
going to experience some¬ 
thing much more positive 
now that Iceland is going to 
become a tourist destination," 
she said. 

China is encouraging 
companies to invest abroad 
as part of a strategy to create 
global firms and use its mas¬ 
sive foreign exchange re¬ 
serves. 

Huang confirmed his past 
history as a government offi¬ 
cial but denied his company 
had government support.

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Space junk at dangerous ’tipping point’: study 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
Clouds of space junk orbiting 
the Earth have reached a dan¬ 
gerous "tipping point", 
threatening to smash satel¬ 
lites and endanger astronauts, 
US scientists warned in a 
study this week. 

"The current space envi¬ 
ronment is growing increas¬ 
ingly hazardous to spacecraft 
and astronauts," said Donald 
Kessler, chair of the commit¬ 
tee that wrote the report and 
retired head of NASA's Or¬ 
bital Debris Program Office. 

"NASA needs to deter¬ 
mine the best path forward 
for tackling the multifaceted 
problems caused by mete¬ 
oroids and orbital debris that 
put human and robotic space 
operations at risk." 

NASA is currently track¬ 


ing over 22,000 pieces of de¬ 
bris and estimates there are 
millions more that are too 
small to track. 

Among those are at least 
500,000 particles of up to 10 
centimeters (four inches) in 
diameter, which can still 
cause damage when traveling 
at such high speeds. 

Computer models have 
shown that the "debris has 
reached a 'tipping point,' with 
enough currently in orbit to 
continually collide and create 
even more debris, raising the 
risk of spacecraft failures," 
the National Research Coun¬ 
cil said in a statement Thurs¬ 
day. 

Efforts to limit the amount 
of space debris suffered a 
major setback in 2007 when 
China tested its anti-satellite 


missiles on a weather satellite 
which was blown to pieces. 

More debris was formed 
two years later when two 
satellites accidentally col¬ 
lided in orbit. 

Cleaning up the spent 
rockets and abandoned 
equipment is not simply 
costly — it is also complicated 
by the fact that the United 
States is prohibited by inter¬ 
national law from collecting 
objects belonging to other na¬ 
tions. 

"The Cold War is over, but 
the acute sensitivity regarding 
satellite technology remains," 
explained committee vice 
chair George Gleghorn, for¬ 
mer vice president and chief 
engineer for the TRW Space 
and Technology Group. 
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Mexico to 
give HPV 
vaccine to 
aii giris 
from 2012 



Mexico plans to administer the 
vaccine against human papil¬ 
lomavirus (HPV), which can 
cause cervical cancer, to all 
girls beginning next year, the 
country’s health ministry an¬ 
nounced. 

Beginning in 2012, the 
HPV vaccine will be part of 
the normal course of shots 
given to all girls at the age of 
nine. Health Minister Jose 
Angel Cordova said. 

Cervical cancer kills about 
4,200 women in Mexico each 
year. 

The minister said while 
deaths from cervical cancer 
had fallen 47 percent in the 
country over the past two 
decades, there was still 13.4 
cases for every 100,000 
women last year. 

Mexican health authorities 
hope that by making the HPV 
vaccine universal, they can cut 
the mortality rate from this 
type of cancer by 50 percent 
for women over the age of 25. 

HPV is sexually transmitted 
and most of the time the body 
can clear it on its own. How¬ 
ever, in some cases the infec¬ 
tion remains and can 
eventually lead to cervical 
cancer. 

HPV types 16 and 18 ac¬ 
count for 70 percent of cervi¬ 
cal cancer cases worldwide, 
which number about 500,000 
per year, according to the UN 
Population Fund (UNFPA). 
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Prolonging CPR doesn't help heart patients: study 



Increasing the time spent ad¬ 
ministering CPR to cardiac 
arrest patients won’t increase 
their chances of survival, re¬ 
searchers said putting to rest 
one of the raging debates in 
emergency medicine. 

”Our study definitively 
shows that there is no advan¬ 
tage to a longer period of ini¬ 
tial CPR,” said Dr Ian Stiell, 
a senior scientist at the Ot¬ 
tawa Hospital Research In¬ 


stitute (OHRI), one of the en¬ 
tities leading the study.Para- 
medics and firefighters 
traditionally have provided 
only brief CPR while ready¬ 
ing a defibrillator to jolt the 
heart into restarting. 

But some experts over the 
years have said that a longer 
period of initial cardio-pul- 
monary resuscitation — for up 
to three minutes — may help 
increase a cardiac arrest pa¬ 


tient’s odds of survival. 

The researchers said that 
prompt CPR can increase 
blood flow to the brain and 
keep the body alive for a 
short time, but for patients 
with certain cardiac rhythms, 
the heart can only be 
restarted by providing electri¬ 
cal shocks with a defibrilla¬ 
tor. 

An analysis of the results 
found that survival tended to 


decrease as the length of ini¬ 
tial paramedic CPR increased 
in patients who also received 
bystander CPR and had a 
heart rhythm amenable to de¬ 
fibrillation. 

Every year, more than 
350,000 people in Canada 
and the United States suffer a 
sudden cardiac arrest, and 
less than 10 per cent survive, 
medical experts said.

Thank God, Aruba is outside 
of the hurricane belt, at least 
this is what the weather experts 
tell us. This, indeed, is good 
news for us, because hurri¬ 
canes are devastating and 
known to wreak havoc wher¬ 
ever they hit! However, just 
because we’re outside the hur¬ 
ricane belt does not mean that 
we cannot get severe bad 
weather accompanied by 
heavy or torrential rains and 
gusting powerful winds which 
can do considerable damage 
and be deadening to people. As 
a matter of fact, over the years 
we have had such bad weather 
during hurricane seasons. And, 
many of our elder citizens can 
recount those times when we 
experienced the worst end of a 
hurricane which passed by or 
passed over Aruba. 

The purpose of today’s arti¬ 
cle is to offer some simple, yet 
important tips that could prove 
extremely helpful if we were to 
face a major weather disaster 
or other life threatening emer¬ 
gency. Some years ago I lived 
at different times in three dif¬ 
ferent States in the US where I 
studied and worked. In each 
State the authorities were al¬ 
ways on the alert for bad 
weather and every citizen was 
thoroughly drilled on what to 
do and what not to do in the 
event of a hurricane or bad 
weather emergency. Even 
though I am no expert on the 
weather, nor do I pretend to 
have any special knowledge on 
disaster preparedness. How¬ 
ever, my years of living in the 
US and working in a US Psy¬ 
chiatric Hospital provided me 
with a host of information and 
experiences in dealing with 
bad weather scenarios. I will 
attempt to pass along some of 


that information here in this ar¬ 
ticle. 

We know that whenever a 
major disaster or emergency 
strikes, hundreds of lives can 
be turned upside down in a 
matter of minutes. We have the 
scenario in Noord just under a 
week ago still very vivid in our 
minds. A twister poured down 
on the Noord area here and 
caused considerable damage to 
homes and church buildings 
and left over 30 families with¬ 
out a roof Sadly, it appears no 
one was prepared for that 
whirlwind on that fateful 
morning! 

The damage, we are told are 
in the many thousands! Now 
that that twister has passed, 
this is a good moment to look 
back, analyze what happened 
and try to learn some important 
lessons on how to prepare for 
something like that or other se¬ 
rious emergencies. We do not 


know, nor cannot 
know with cer¬ 
tainty if and when 
something similar 
or worse could be¬ 
fall us. But, be¬ 
cause the weather 
in general is not al¬ 
ways predictable 
with precision, you 
and your family 
could be faced with 
a weather disaster 
or emergency at 
any given time. So, 
if so, what must we 
do? How must we 
handle such a sce¬ 
nario? 

My humble ad¬ 
vice is... have a 
definite plan! 
Somebody said to 
me...” if your plan 
is not perfect it will 
do no good.” Well, 
true, but then again no plan is 
perfect. But if you have a plan 
you will be much better off 
than to not have one at all. 
Thus, this is a great time to sit 
down and design your plan for 
any eventual disaster or emer¬ 
gency situation. 

Here’s my list of 8 simple 
things you can do in preparing 
for a weather disaster or any 
other kind of disaster for that 
matter: 

1. Have at least two 
weeks of food in the house 

When a disaster or an emer¬ 
gency strikes, you never 
know what is going to hap¬ 
pen. But one thing is certain, 
food and other emergency 
supplies disappear off store 
shelves within a very short 
time, sometimes within a mat¬ 
ter of hours people will buy 
up everything, leaving noth¬ 
ing for those who may go in 


later. This is why you want to 
make sure and keep a supply 
of vital foods (preferably im¬ 
perishable food like canned or 
bottled stuff) in your cupboard. 
If a major disaster strikes you 
may not be able to get out of 
your house to get food so make 
sure you have enough for at 
least 14 days in your storage! 

2. Have an ‘^Emergency 
Travel Bag” (ET Bag) Ready 
to go 

If bad weather or other dis¬ 
aster strikes, you may only 
have a couple of minutes be¬ 
fore you have to race out your 
door to safety. If you have a 
travel bag already packed to go 
you can just grab this and flee! 
Your “ET Bag” should contain 
some food, water, a well-func¬ 
tioning flashlight, a battery- 
powered radio, some money, 
copies of important docu¬ 
ments, medicine (if you take 
any) and some first aid sup¬ 
plies. 

3. Have a plan and know 
where you’re going for shel¬ 
ter 

You can’t just run for shel¬ 
ter without knowing where 
that is going to be, and who is 
going to receive you there, etc. 
Without a specific plan you 
will be endlessly running 
around trying to find a place 
only to put yourself unneces¬ 
sarily into harms way. Have a 
plan, albeit a flexible plan that 
can be adapted to the situation 


and the circumstances. 

4. Have an alternative 
energy supply source 

It is a given that during bad 
weather or other type of emer¬ 
gency situations you will most 
probably experience a power 
black out. It happens almost 
ever time! During the disaster 
in Noord most of the residents 
in Noord and surrounding 
areas lost electric power for 
several hours. If this had hap¬ 
pened at night the devastation 
could have been worse with 
people scrambling to see to get 
out of harms way. That is why 
it is crucial to have a battery- 
powered radio, a battery-pow¬ 
ered (or solar) flashlight and 
extra batteries in your home. If 
you can afford a special emer¬ 
gency light, hanging from a 
central wall in your house, that 
would be ideal. With your 
emergency light you need to 
know (because you planned it) 
what you’re going to do when 
the power goes out. Without 
electric light to see your way 
around, you can end up getting 
really badly hurt. 

5. Have Enough Water 
Stored Up 

If the disaster you have to 
prepare for and get away from 
is flooding or torrential rains, 
you might think that with all 
that water pouring down you 
shouldn’t have a problem with 
drinking water. Reality is that 
you WILL have a problem 
with finding adequate 
clean drinking water. You 
will definitely need drink¬ 
ing water for your sur¬ 
vival. So, be sure to have 
a good supply in your 
storage. Have enough to 
drink and to use for other 
hygiene purposes.

6. Have Respect For the 
Power of Natural Disasters 

Some people today like to 
make fun at just about every¬ 
thing. They like to make a joke 
out of anything and everything, 
even out of a natural disaster. 
But, anyone who has been in a 
natural disaster will tell you 
that it is no laughing matter... 
it is no joke! This means that 
we must not take them lightly. 
We must respect the awesome 
power of natural disasters. 
Whenever the heavens shake 
and thunder rolls, we the crea¬ 
tures of God must stand in awe 
and respect the hand of God in 
His own creation. Those who 
fail to respect nature may end 
up dead. So, get away, run for 
safety and ask God to protect 
and save you! 

7. Living near the Sea 
Can Be Very Dangerous 

Many Arubans live near the 
ocean; some live just a stone’s 
throw from the sea. Those who 
live close to the ocean or 
within a few kilometers from 
the sea need to be so much 
more cautious and prepared. 
The sea can and has risen high 



above its normal level and 
overflow unto the shoreline 
and invade homes and other 
buildings. If you live near the 
ocean, your potential for dan¬ 
ger is very great; hence your 
bag must be packed with that 
in mind. Your plan must take 
the sea into account in your es¬ 
cape route. Even if you live a 
good bit in from the coast, the 
danger for substantial flooding 
is always there. 

8. Have all loose items 
brought in or securely tied 
down 
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During any disaster that in¬ 
volves high winds, anything 
that is left outside in your yard 
can quickly become a very 
dangerous projectile. The last 
thing that you want is for the 
wind to pick up an old tire or 
other heavy objects and send 
them crashing into your home 
or the home of your neighbor. 
If you know that a major storm 
is coming, please bring in 
everything that you can from 
outside. Or tie down things 
that you can’t carry into the 
house. Everything lying 
around must be removed! 

Well, there you have it! .... If 



you plan on storing up food, 
water, medicine and other 
emergency supplies, you need 
to do it ahead of time...start 
now! Victory belongs to the 
prepared. If you think that you 
will never find your self in the 
middle of a major disaster you 
are just being foolish. I’m sure 
the people in Noord never ever 
expected what they went 
through to ever happen to 
them. 

Hopefully what happened 
in Noord and the surrounding 
area last week will serve as a 
wake up call for many of us 
here in laid-back Aruba. The 
next time that a disaster strikes, 
it may be far worse than what 
happened in Noord. The next 
gushing wind or twister may 
be worse than last week’s! Be 
prepared, do the right thing 
and do it now!

Oil prices slide on dismal 
US jobs report 


NEW YORK (AFP) - World 
oil prices slumped on Friday 
after the United States re¬ 
ported that job creation 
ground to a halt in August, a 
stark sign of trouble in the 
world's largest economy. 

New York's main contract, 
West Texas Intermediate 
(WTI) for delivery in Octo¬ 
ber, dropped $2.48 to close at 
$86.45 a barrel. 

In Fondon, Brent North 
Sea crude for delivery in Oc¬ 
tober fell $1.96 to settle at 
$112.33 a barrel on the Inter- 
continentalExchange. 

Prices took a nosedive 
after a government report 
showed that the US economy 
added no jobs in August, leav¬ 


ing the unemployment rate at 
9.1 percent and stoking fears 
of a double-dip recession. 

"The market, across the 
entire commodities field, has 
aggressively reacted to the 
payrolls numbers, (with oil) 
falling to $85 shortly after the 
release," said Bart Melek, 
head of commodity strategy 
for TD Securities. 

"The assumption is grow¬ 
ing that the global economy 
isn't performing particularly 
well, inventories are likely to 
remain high, particularly in 
the US, and the likely return 
off Fibyan crude will depress 
the Brent price." 

Traders were also monitor¬ 
ing a storm in the Gulf of 


Mexico that threatened to dis¬ 
rupt oil supplies in the south¬ 
ern United States, which 
could temporarily push up 
prices. 

Energy majors including 
BP, ExxonMobil and Royal 
Dutch Shell were evacuating 
workers from their offshore 
rigs in the Gulf of Mexico 
ahead of the arrival of Tropi¬ 
cal Storm Fee. 

About 48 percent of pro¬ 
duction in the Gulf of Mex¬ 
ico, or more than 666,000 
barrels of oil per day, was al¬ 
ready shut-in because of the 
evacuations, the US Depart¬ 
ment of the Interior estimated 
on Friday. 


us bank stocks plunge on 
report of mortgage lawsuits 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - US 
financial stocks plunged on 
Friday after a newspaper re¬ 
ported that the government 
would sue more than a dozen 
big banks over mortgage- 
backed securities that im¬ 
ploded in the 2008 financial 
crisis. 

Bank of America plum¬ 
meted 6.5 percent by midday.

while JPMorgan Chase was 
down 3.6 percent and Gold¬ 
man Sachs was down 4.7 per¬ 
cent. 

All three banks were named 
in The New York Times' report 
that the Federal Housing Fi¬ 
nance Agency was about to file 
the lawsuits to demand com¬ 
pensation for tens of billions of 
dollars in losses that were 
borne by US taxpayers. 

The drop in banking stocks 
outpaced losses in the broader 
stock market driven by a dis¬ 
appointing report on US unem¬ 
ployment, with the Dow Jones 


Industrial Average down 1.4 
percent. 

The lawsuits would accuse 
the banks of bundling toxic 
mortgages — held by borrow¬ 
ers with inflated or falsified in¬ 
comes — as securities and 
marketing them to investors, 
according to the Times. 

When the borrowers failed 
to pay their bills, the securities 
lost value, contributing to the 
loss of $30 billion by govern¬ 
ment-backed mortgage firms 
Fannie Mae and Freddie Mac, 
losses borne mostly by taxpay- 
eers.

Halliburton hits BP with new 
oil-spill lawsuit 


NEW YORK (AFP) - US oil- 
services giant Halliburton on 
Friday filed a new lawsuit 
against BP, the latest step in 
the battle over who takes 
blame and financial responsi¬ 
bility for last year's cata¬ 
strophic oil spill in the Gulf of 
Mexico. 

The lawsuit was the latest 
litigation to emerge from the 
blowout of the Macondo well, 
which caused a blast on the 
Deepwater Horizon oil rig that 


killed 11 workers and spilled 
millions of gallons of oil into 
the gulf 

It was also a fresh blow to 
BP, which has suffered more 
than $40 billion in losses from 
the spill and has struggled to 
restore its sullied reputation 
amid ongoing investigations 
and lawsuits. 

US-traded shares of BP 
sank 3.2 percent in midday 
trading after Halliburton an¬ 
nounced its lawsuit.

James Murdoch received 
total compensation of $17.9 
million including a $3.0 mil¬ 
lion base salary, stock awards 
of $8.3 million and the $6.0 
million bonus.

Greece says recovers stolen Rubens 
painting 



The Calydonian Boar Hunt 


ATHENS - A 17th-century painting by Flemish 
master Peter Paul Rubens has been recovered in 
Greece after two people reportedly tried to sell 
the artwork to an undercover police officer. 

Police in Greece have recovered a 1618 
painting by Flemish master Peter Paul Rubens 
that was stolen from a Belgian museum a 
decade ago, the Greek culture ministry said on 
Thursday. 

Authorities arrested two Greeks in connec¬ 
tion with the incident. Police said they tried to 
sell the painting to an undercover officer. 

"Concerted efforts by police and culture mi¬ 
nistry services led to the recovery of a particu¬ 
larly important painting by Peter Paul Rubens, 
dated to 1618," read a statement from the cul¬ 
ture ministry, which verified the painting's au¬ 
thenticity but has declined 
further identification pending 
a full presentation. 

A painting by Rubens 
matching the description, 
"The Hunt for the Caledonian 
Wild Boar," was stolen from 
the Museum of Fine Arts in 
Ghent in 2001. 

Reports at the time said 
three robbers wearing masks 
had taken the painting from 
the wall, along with the more 
valuable "Flagellation of 
Christ," but dropped the latter 
as they were escaping.

Messi powers Argentina 
to 1-0 win 



KOLKATA (AFP) - Lionel 
Messi marked his first game 
as Argentina captain with a 1 - 
0 win over Venezuela in a 
friendly encounter played be¬ 
fore thousands of delirious 
fans in the Indian city of 
Kolkata on Friday. 

The 24-year-old Barcelona 
striker enthralled the crowd at 
the 120,000-capacity Salt 
Lake Stadium with his drib¬ 
bles and magical left foot, 
bringing the fans to their feet 
every time he touched the ball. 

It was from a Messi comer 
that full-back Nicolas Ota- 
mendi headed in the game's 
only goal on the 67th minute. 

"Messi is a great player," 
said Argentina coach Alejan¬ 
dro Sabella after what was his 
first match in charge of the 
two-time World Cup winners. 

"He is extraordinary with 
the ball. His every move is 
watched closely, still he man¬ 
ages to pull off those amazing 
feats. We are lucky to have 
the best player in the world in 
our ranks." 


Messi came close to scor¬ 
ing twice in an entertaining 
first-half, while Angel Di 
Maria failed to convert a 
Messi assist in the ninth 
minute despite having only 
Venezuela goalkeeper Rafael 
Romo to beat. 

Venezuela provided more 
of a threat after the break, with 
Sergio Romero forced into ac¬ 
tion to deny Cesar Gonzalez. 

That helped ease the anxi¬ 
ety of Sabella, who was look¬ 
ing to get off to a good start 
after replacing Sergio Batista 
as coach in the wake of Ar¬ 
gentina's disappointing per¬ 
formance at the Copa 
America on home soil in July. 

Friday's game marked a 
new start for Argentina as 
they seek to rebuild ahead of 
the 2014 World Cup, and if 
they ever needed any extra 
motivation for winning this 
game it came from the fans 
who waved Argentina flags 
and brought the house down 
with their constant cheering 
of Messi's men.

NEW YORK (AFP) - She's 
world number two, has racked 
up 11 million dollars in prize 
money and has twice been a 
Grand Slam finalist. 

But Russia’s Vera Zvona¬ 
reva has an identity problem, a 
situation she insists she is com¬ 
fortable with. 

"I don’t care about what 
people say and what’s going on 
around. When I’m in the tour¬ 
nament, all I think about and 
all I care about is how to pre¬ 
pare myself the best I can for 
the next match.

Without a Grand Slam title 
amongst her 12 career tourna¬ 
ment wins, the Moscow native 
insists that her traditional low- 
key progress at the majors, 
which continued on Friday 
when she made the US Open 
last 16, suits her record.

Williams deserve the attention. 
They are Grand Slam winners. 
They are great players of all 
times. So I think it’s normal. 

”If I win a Grand Slam or 
many Grand Slams one day, 
maybe people will talk about 
me the same way."

Pennetta sends Sharapova crashing 
out of US Open 


Germany claim first Euro 
2012 berth 



A defeated 

NEW YORK (AFP) - Maria 
Sharapova fell victim to a 
sensational upset by Flavia 
Pennetta on Friday, beeoming 
the latest women's contender 
to depart the US Open in the 
first week. 

The 25th-ranked Pennetta 
triumphed 6-3, 3-6, 6-4 to 
hand world number four and 
third seed Sharapova her first 
defeat in a three-set match 
this year. 

Sharapova, whose three 
Grand Slam titles include the 
2006 US crown, was trying to 
build on her run to the Wim¬ 
bledon final, which was her 
first appearance in a major 
final since Australia in 2008. 

But her bid was undone by 
60 unforced errros, including 
12 double faults — the last 
two of them putting Pennetta 
on the road to victory in the 
final game. 

"Ifs amazing. Ifs one of 
the best victories of my ca¬ 
reer," said 29-year-old Pen¬ 
netta. 


Sharapova 

Sharapova was the latest 
casualty of an event in which 
Wimbledon champion Petra 
Kvitova and Roland Garros 
winner Fi Na failed to make 
it out of the first round. 

Two-time champion 
Venus Williams withdrew be¬ 
cause of illness and eighth- 
seeded Marion Bartoli, a 
French Open semi-finalist 
this year, was upset in the 
second round. 

Pennetta, a quarter-finalist 
in 2008 and 2009, will face 
China's 13 th seed Peng 
Shuai, the highest-ranked 
player left in that quarter of 
the draw. Peng defeated Ger¬ 
man Julia Goerges 6-4, 7-6 
(7/1). 

Sharapova's departure fur¬ 
ther opens the way for Russ¬ 
ian Vera Zvonareva, the 
second seed who is seeking a 
first Grand Slam title. 

Zvonareva survived some 
shaky moments to get past 
Spain's Anabel Medina Gar- 
rigues 6-4, 7-5.

On the men's side, 2009 
champion Juan Martin del 
Potro continued to make up 
for lost time with a 6-2, 6-1, 
7-5 victory over fellow Ar¬ 
gentinian Diego Junqueira. 

A wrist injury kept del 
Potro from defending his title 
last year, but after building 
his ranking back up to 18 in 
the world he is relishing his 
return to Flushing Meadows. 

He faced a deceptively dif¬ 
ficult task against Junqueira, 
a left-hander ranked 104th in 
the world who is from del 
Potro's hometown of Tandil. 

"It's very tough to play 
against a friend," he said. 'We 
live in the same town, we 
have known each other since 
we were five years old." 

If he stays the course del 
Potro could find world num¬ 
ber four Andy Murray wait¬ 
ing in the quarter-finals. 


GEFSENKIRCHEN (AFP) - 
Germany became the first 
team to book their Euro 2012 
place through the qualifica¬ 
tion groups as they ham¬ 
mered neighbours Austria 6-2 
here on Friday. 

This was the Germans' 
eighth straight qualification 
victory, giving Joachim 
Foew's side an unassailable 
24 points at the top of Group 
A to leave second-placed 
Turkey 11 points adrift. 

Plucky Austria, however, 
exposed some weaknesses in 
the Germany defence and 
both Austrian goals ere scored 


in the German league. 

Germany cruised into a 3- 
0 lead after 28 minutes 
thanks to goals by Miroslav 
Klose, Mesut Ozil, who 
added a second after the 
break, and Fukas Podolski. 

Austria got back into the 
game as first Werder Bre¬ 
men's Marko Arnautovic, 
then Stuttgart's Martin 
Harnik scored to keep the 
guests in the chase. 

But German replacements 
Andre Schuerrle and teenage 
star Mario Goetze scored in 
the final ten minutes to add 
lustre to the win.

Clemens to face new trial on

face another perjury trial after 
a federal judge on Friday de¬ 
nied his request to have the 
charges dismissed following 
a July mistrial.

Walton set a new trial date of 


April 17, in the opening weeks 
of the 2012 baseball season, 
on charges he lied under oath 
to Congress in 2008 when 
denying he took performance¬ 
enhancing drugs. 

Clemens must make an 
expedited appeal request if he 
wants to challenge the ruling, 
Walton said at a hearing.

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DAEGU (AFP) - Usain Bolt 
powered into the world 200m 
final on Friday, staying firmly 
on course for redemption 
after his shocking 100m false- 
start as Kenya's Vivian 
Cheruiyot sealed a distance 
double. 

A full house in Daegu gave 
the Jamaican reigning world 
and Olympic champion, and 
world record holder 
(19.19sec), arapturous recep¬ 
tion when he arrived on the 
track and the relaxed sprinter 
played to the gallery as he 
prepared to race. 

Bolt made an impeccable 
start in the semi-final and 
came off the bend well in 


front of the field, easing to 
victory in 20.31 sec, finding 
the time to cast several 
glances over his shoulder at 
his rivals. 

The 25-year-old, who ad¬ 
mits he is not in world record 
shape this season, had insisted 
he would not dwell on the dis¬ 
appointment of his 100m dis¬ 
qualification as he focuses on 
today's 200m final. 

"Does it look like it?" a 
smiling Bolt replied when 
asked whether he was over 
his 100m disaster. 

"You win some, you lose 
some, Fm over that now - I 
made a mistake. I've got to 
move on." 

"For me the 200m is my 
favourite," Bolt added. 
"Everyone, all seven people in 
the final, are my competitors, 
but there's nobody to beat me 
because I'm the best and I've 
got to be really out of shape 
(for anyone to beat him)." 

As introductions were 
made on the stadium big 
screen. Bolt danced, gave a 
six-gun salute and even per¬ 
formed some karate moves, 
also motioning to the crowd 
with a finger to his lips to be 
quiet in tandem with the auto¬ 
mated tannoy system - a world 
away from the desolate figure 
disqualified from the 100m. 

As he made his way off the 
track after qualifying. Bolt 
once more played up to the 
screaming fans, hurling his 
spikes into a gaggle of young 
fans on the tier above. 

Bolt, world leader over the 
200m this season with a run 
of 19.86sec in Oslo, was sec¬ 
ond in qualifying behind Eu¬ 
ropean champion Christophe 
Lemaitre (20.17sec). 

In yet another show of 
Kenyan power, Cheruiyot 
claimed the women's 5000- 


10,000m double, timing 14min 
55.36sec in the 5000m, with 


compatriot Sylvia Kibet taking 
silver and Meseret Defar of 
Ethiopia claiming bronze. 

Defending champion 
Cheruiyot becomes only the 
second woman to achieve this 
particular distance double after 
Ethiopia's Tirunesh Dibaba at 
the Helsinki worlds in 2005. 

"My race was OK," an un¬ 
derstated Cheruiyot said. "I 
am incredibly happy to be a 
double medallist at this point. 
Both events were very hard." 

Asked what the secret was 
to Kenya's distance running 


prowess, Cheruiyot, unbeaten 
at any distance on the track 
this year, said: "The secret to 
our success is that we nor¬ 
mally do teamwork." 

Jamaica's two-time 

Olympic champion Veronica 
Campoell-Brown stormed to 
victo^ in the women's 200m, 
denying American Allyson 
Felix a historic fourth consec¬ 
utive world title when she 
crossed the line in a season's 
best of 22.22sec. 

Daegu 100m champion 
Carmehta Jeter took silver 
and Felix claimed bronze.
